F a r m e r s have even been driven to 
suicide by the relentless chinch bug 
W hen the outbreak in Ohio was at 
its worst, two fa rm ers becam e dis­ 
couraged over the prospects of finan­ 
cial ruin caused by the destruction 
of their crops by the chinch bug and 
in despondency com m itted suicide. 
W heat, corn and o th er small grain 
and grasses, all are forage for the 
chinch bug. 
On the score of lineage, 
it has claims to distinction, for as far 
back as 1785 it was ravaging the 
wheat fields of South Carolina. 
Exposure Kills Young Bugs 
W ere it not for the fact the young 
chinch bugs are swept away in hordes 
by heavy rains, none of the insect’s 
habits seem ing to be directed to ade­ 
q uate protection against rain for the 
newly hatched bugs, there is no tell­ 
ing how- severe would be the rav­ 
ages. 
T he a d u lt lings are capable of 
standing wet and cold but the young 
bugs cannot stand exposure and mil­ 
lions are killed by the 
elements. 
Then. too. in selecting their winter 
q uarte rs, the a dults are not always 
judicious and m any die in the winter 
season, although as a rule the adult 
is able to stand m uch cold and wet 
w eather combined. 
T he m igrations of the chinch hugs, 
as told of by Mr. Webster, are as 
interesting as the m ovem ents of the 
hordes of the H uns or Goths, 
It is 
declared that they have a habit, when 
the w e ath er is favorable to migration, 


I of craw ling along the fences or rest­ 
ing on tops of fence-posts, taking 
observations seemingly, and in reali­ 
ty to catch the scent of wheat or 
corn fields.

R em edial M easures Recom m ended 
T he chinch bug has a gre at m any 
natural 
enemies, 
including 
frogs, 
quail and o th e r birds, spiders, ants, 
! lady-beetles, flower bugs and various 
bacterial and fungous enemies. 
All 
these enemies, however, combined, 
1 are not a b le to stop the pest s in­ 
crease. 
A n u m b e r of remedial and 
preventive m easu res are reeom m end- 
1 ed by the b u re au of entomology, one 
of them being to attack the chinch 
bug in its winter q u a rte rs and burn 
it by tiring all dried grass, leaves 
or o th e r rubbish.
